Detailed Action 

This is the first Office Action corresponding to original filing. Claims 1-17 have 
been cancelled; claims 18-34 are active.

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because Figure 5 should be bracketed as per Rule 
1.84(h)(1). Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. This claim recites the spiral guiding ring comprising a step but 
the step appears to be recited in claim 1. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 18, 19, 21-34 are allowed. 

Claim 20 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the art 
of record discloses a suction device comprising a suction cup, a pulling bar, a cover, a 
spiral guiding and locking cap as stated in the independent claims.
